The  Gospel  or  “Good  News”  is  that  a  Savior  we  desperately 
needed  but  didn’t  deserve  descended  from  eternal  commun¬ 
ion  with  God  the  Father  and  God  the  Spirit.  C.S.  Lewis  il¬ 
lustrated  this  communion,  most  famously.  He  said:  “God  is 
not  a  static  thing. . .  [but]  Almost,  if  you  will  not  think  me 
irreverent,  a  kind  of  dance”.  He  stepped  down  into  His  cre¬ 
ation  to  lay  His  life  down  so  that  we  would  have  forgiveness 
of  sins  and  become  the  righteousness  of  God.  This  is  the 
definition  of  mercy  -  that  Christ  did  something  we  desper¬ 
ately  needed  and  couldn’t  do  for  ourselves  out  of  love.

The  Gospel  alludes  to  our  desperate  need  for  mercy  and 
longing  for  it  before  God  delivered  Christ.  As  John  states, 
“the  Lamb  that  was  slain  from  the  creation  of  the  world” 
makes  our  need  for  mercy  without  constraints  of  time 
(Revelation  13:8).  This  we  will  never  fully  understand  be¬ 
cause  God’s  character  is,  will,  and  has  always  been  merciful. 
Therefore,  we  will  never  know  a  world  without  mercy.  It  is 
evident  that  every  living  thing  past,  present,  and  future  al¬ 
ways  needs  God,  and  one  day  we  will  be  perfectly  in  the  Fa¬ 
ther’s  presence  solely  dependent  on  His  “enduring  mercy”. 

The  New  Testament  views  mercy  as  a  foundational  piece  of 
the  Gospel  and  its  transformational  power  in  our  lives. 
Christ  says  blessings  will  come  to  those  who  extend  mercy 
and  it  will  result  in  them  being  shown  mercy.  Therefore, 
mercy  is  a  measure  of  how  well  the  Gospel  is  changing  us. 
This  season,  don’t  just  give  out  your  time,  your  home,  and 
your  presents.  This  season  give  out  the  mercy  that  the  Gos¬ 
pel  has  given  you.  Don’t  be  particular  about  who  you  give  it 
out  to,  but  give  it  to  everyone  out  of  unfailing  love.

“And  in  the  same  region  there  were 
shepherds  out  in  the  field,  keeping 
watch  over  their  flock  by  night.  And  an 
angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  to  them,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  around 
them,  and  they  were  filled  with  great 
fear.  And  the  angel  said  to  them,  "Fear 
not,  for  behold,  I  bring  you  good  news 
of  great  joy  that  will  be  for  all  the  peo¬ 
ple.  For  unto  you  is  born  this  day  in  the 
city  of  David  a  Savior,  who  is  Christ  the 
Lord.”  Huke  2:8-1 1 


I  have  read  this  text,  or  heard  it  read  to 
me,  every  Christmas  season  of  my  entire 
life  most  likely.  But  this  year,  it  seems 
like  I’m  reading  it  with  new  “lenses”.  I 
have  heard,  read,  and  even  taught  it 
while  thinking  the  shepherds  must  have 
been  so  silly  to  be  afraid  of  a  bunch  of 
angels.  The  first  thing  the  angels  had  to 
say  was  don’t  be  afraid  of  a  bunch  of 
heavenly  beings?? 

Fast  forward  to  this  year: 

I’ve  heard  that  365  times  in  Scripture 
God  says ,fear  not  or  do  not  be  afraid  which 
really  is  quite  fitting.  However,  what 
helps  my  heart  to  fear  not  is  actually  what 
is  almost  always  attached  to  that  phrase. 
The  angels  didn’t  just  come  to  say  do  not 
be  afraid ,  they  came  to  proclaim  a  beauti¬ 
ful  thing  that  God  had  already  done! 
God  doesn’t  just  expect  our  minds  to  be 
able  to  claim  peace-  He  reminds  us  of 
the  great  love  He  has  for  us  so  that  our 
hearts  can  claim  it  too!  When  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  say  fear  not  they  also  proclaim 
truths  that  God  has  already  spoken  over 
His  people.

•His  Spirit  remains  with  me.  Hag.  2:5 

•The  Lord  my  God  fights  for  me.  Dent. 
3:22 

•The  Lord  is  on  my  side.  Ps.  1 18:6 

The  angels  came  to  proclaim  that  Per¬ 
fect  Love  had  been  personified.  Fear 
cannot  reside  where  Perfect  Love  reigns 
(1  John  4:18),  so  God  sent  his  Son  to 
defeat  fear  and  death  once  and  for  all. 
That’s  why  we  celebrate  His  birth,  just 
as  the  angels  did!  “Glory  to  God  in  the 
highest,  And  on  earth  peace ...”
